Witoers, did as he was 
requested. On the 28th January, defendant 
asked that the- money should: be handed over 
té'bim for faar that witnoss would be attack- 
ed: and killed . by robbers. Tha money 
wos. paid to him in various currencies, 
for which a receipt as given. Witoels com-.
